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AMERICA CAN NOT ACCEPT AUSTRIAN REPLY 


Vienna's Rejoinder Adhering to Unre- 
stricted U-Boat War Leaves Lit- 
tle Hope That Break Can 
Be Avoided 


Washington, 
March 
6.—^Aus- 
tria's note declaring adhesion to 
the principles of unrestricted sub- 
marine warfare holds out little if 
any hope that a break between 
the United States and the Vienna 
governments may be avovided. 
The complete official view of the 
Austrian communication will not 
be made known until after Presi- 
dent Wilson and Secretary Lan- 
sing have carefully studied the of- 
ficial text, which was before them 
today. 


Also the subject was scheduled 
to come for discussion of today's 
meeting of the cabinet. 
It was 
considered 
probable 
that 
the 
course of the United States to- 
ward Austria might, tentatively at 
least, be determined upon then. 


Austria's 
effort to substitute 
for the individual warning every 
ship is entitled by international 
law to receive before being torpe- 
doed, a general warning to all ves- 
sels not to enter barred zones, can- 
not be accepted by this govem- 
tiieut.

WIN INAPPAM CASE 


Get 
Restitution 
Because 
Prize Ship Violated U. 
S. Neutrality. 


Washingrton, D. C., March 6.—Brit- 
ish claimants of the German prize ship 
Appam today won their suit in the 
supreme court to regain posaession of 
the vessel and cargo. 


In sustaining the British Übel at- 
tachment suits against the Appam and 
cargo, the court held that the British 
owners are entitled to restitution be- 
cause the Appam violated American 
neutrality. 


Treaties of 1799 and 1828 between 
the United States and Germany, the 
court held, do 
not 
entitle Germän 
prizes, unaccompanied by the captor 
warship, to indefinite American asy- 
lum. 
Jurisdiction of American courts 
over the Appam was upheld. 


Findings of Federal Judge Waddill, 
of Virginia, that the Appam violated 
American 
neutrality, 
after 
being 
brought .Into Hampton Roads a year 
ago by Captain Hans Berg and a Ger- 
man prize crew, were sustained and 
approved by the court.

OMPENSAIN mWS 


First Compulsory Statute- 
in Washington—is 
Sustained. 


Washington, 
March 
6.—The 
first 
compulsory workmen's 
compensation 
or indufstrial insurance law—that 
of 
Washington state—to come before the 
supreme court, was today upheld 
as 
constitutional. 


The court also affirmed the state de- 
cree compelling the Mountain Timber 
company, of Kalama, Wash., to con- 
tribute to tlie state compensation, or 
Insurance funds. 


The decision as to the constitutional- 
ity of the law was by a vote of 5 to 4, 
Chief Justice AVhite and Justices Mc- 
Kenna, Van Devanter and McReynolds 
dissenting. 


New York's compulsory workmen's 
compensation law was sustained 
as 
generally constitutional by the supreme 
court today. 


The Iowa workmen's compensation 
law voluntary upon employers, was to- 
day upheld as constitutional by the su- 
preme court.

MOST QUIET IN 


CITY'S HISTORY 


Workers More in Evidence 
at the Polls Than the 
Voters. 


Fc>t Wayne did not vote early nor 
did her balloting population turn out 
en masse for the men who are seeking 
nominations at the primary Tuesday. 


Less than half of the voters picked 
the candidates for city officea,^ 
stateAi^WHHamf Truechtenlcht, chair- 
man of the election board, stated at 
noon that he expected less than 40 per 
cent of the city voters to cast a ballot 
at the prlmai-y. 


"There were 15,100 votes cast in Fort 
Wayne last fall. 
Not more than 6,000 
yotes will be registered today." said 
Pruechtenicht after making the round 
of nearly all city precincts at noon. 


There was light early voting and at 
no time, up until 4 o'clock at least, had 
there been a "rush" at any 
of 
the 
polling places. 
The present primary 
is characterized by men who know 
political 
hlstoi-y 
as 
being 
"Fort 
Wayne's quietest election." 


May Vote liate. 


While less than sixty had voted at 
noon in several precincts which hold 
more than 300 voters, workers at the 
polling places say a late vote may be 
expected. 
Shopmen 
will vote 
late, 
they say. 
Fact that workmen In the 
Pennsylvania shops will do most of 
their balloting on Tuesday afternoon 
is expected to aid the general showing. 


Workers at the polls wei-e more in 
evidence than were voters. 
Never has 
there been a city primary which en- 
rolled half as many personal vote so- 
licitors for the individual candidates. 
All office-seekers seem to have plenty 
of friends who are willing to "pull 
their coats" f<ir them. 


Automobiles bearing large, 
gaudy 
banners hurried about the city. 
Red 
and blue and white ribbons of marked 
size fluttered from coat lapels of those 
who hustled for their favorite candi- 
date. 
But there 
were 
no 
riots 
or 
fights. 
Everywhere was 
peace 
and 
order. 
Not a saloon opened its doors 
during the day. 


About Even Vote. 
"The two parties seem to be casting 
about an even vote," declared Fruech- 
tenlcht Tuesday afternoon. 
"Repub- 
licans are showing much spirit 
be- 
cause of the hard fight among their 
candidates 
for 
office. 
Republicans 
will cast a larger per cent of the vote 
than they have formerly brought out 
in Fort Wayne primaries." 


Election officers give several rea- 
sons for the apparent light vote at the 
primary. 


Have to Declare Themselves. 
The rule that voters must declare 
their political preference before they 
can vote either the republican or dem- 
ocratic 
primai-y 
ballots 
also 
keeps 
many from the polls, officers say they 
have learned. 
A number of citizens 
have stated openly that they would not 
take part In the primary for that rea- 
n. 
They do not care to draw party

SPEECH AND SONG 


IN FINAL HOURS 


State Highway Commission 
Provided in Belated 
Enactment. 


Indianapolis, March 6.—The seventieth 
general assembly of Indiana was ended 
at 
3:28 o'clock 
this morning. 
Both 
houses completed their work shortly be- 
fore 2 o'clock and marked time until 
the enrolled highway commission bill 
was returned from the enrolling clerk 
and was signed by Lieutenant Governor 
Bush and Speaker Eschbach, as the last 
official act of the assembly. 
The bill 
was made ready for the governor's sig- 
nature early this morning when both 
houses concurred in the report of the 
conference committee. 


A large crowd remained in the cham- 
bers until both houses quit work and 
then many started for home, but a few, 
among them some women, remained for 
the toal adjournment. 


The closing scenes were quiet. In the 
senate Lieutenant Governor Bush called 
on a number of members for speeches 
and there was some songs, but in the 
house, the representatives collected in 
proup.s and talked among themselves, 
while a few made themselves as com- 
fortable ag possible and slept until the 
highway bill came back. 


All were tired out with their long day's 
work and some of the members went 
home, leaving barely a quonxm in either 
house. 


Awaiting the Verdict. 


The verdict of the people on the 
work of the session will be awaited 
with much interest by the leaders of 
both of the old parties. 
The republi- 
cans stood by Governor Goodrich in 
the house. 
A majority of them stood 
by him in the senate, but enough of 
them broke away on such important 
measures as the excise tax, the high- 
way commission bill and the conser- 
vation plan to make their success out 
of the question. 


No 
one 
will 
dieny seriously 
the 
statement that the senate democrats 
were far better organized than the re- 
publicans. 
Whether or not the senate 
democratic leadership will be approv- 
ed will develop In due time, but It 
far outshone that of the republicans, 
who. It Is conceded, might have been 
better organized. 


Lack of Harmony HurtvS. 


The too frequent speeches of ^ome 
of the republicans In behalf 
of 
"the 
people" and the disposition on their 
part to impugn or question the 
mo- 
tives of the democrats, or even 
the 
senate republicans who happened to 
oppose them, made the slaughter of 
the governor's bills Inevitable. 
Lack 
of harmony among the senate republi- 
cans Is credited now with being large- 
ly responsible for the failure of many 
republican measured 


It all depends on the point of view 
how the session Is to be regarded. 
It 
Is probable that most of the residents 
of the smaller cities and of the rural 
communities will approve much 
of 
the work of the legislature. 
The ver- 
dict of the larger cities is awaited with 
keen anxiety by the republicans.

Washington, D. C., March S.—^The 
navy department today began Its cam- 
paign to speed up new construction 
when representatives of shipbuilding 
plants and submarine companies were 
called Into conferences by Secretary 
Daniels in relation to the half billion 
dollars naval appropriation bill. 
Tho 
companies asked to attend the meeting 
were 
the 
Fall River Ship Buildins 
company, the New York Ship Building 
company, William Cramp & Son, the 
Electric Boat company and the Lake 
Torpedo Boat company. 


Proposals for fifteen destroyers and 
for the scout cruisers left over from 
the preceding bill already have been 
advertised. 
Bids will be opened dur- 
ing the present month. 
Proposals for 
thirty-eight additional 800-ton subma- 
rines will be advertised without delay. 


The placing of contracts for five battle 
cruisers will be arranged in conference 
with ship builders and not by advertis- 
ing. 
Plana for three 42,000 ton dread- 
noughts will Inot be rca<ly for advertise- 
ment for some weeks. Secretary Daniels 
hoped to be able at his conference today 
to secure co-operation of the ship build- 
ing companies in hastening the navy pro- 
gram to completion. 
It was thought at 
the department that the first exercise of 
new authority granted by congress would 
be the .suspension of the eight hour law 
as applied to contract work for the 
navy. 
Mr. Daniels has stated publicly, 
however, that lie will not hesitate to 
commandeer private plants should that 
prove necessary. 


PIAN IS DEFENDED 


EOliE iCHSTA 


Dr. Zimmermann Upholds 
Design to Make Alliance 
Against America. 


London, March 6.—The German gov- 
ernment's plan for Involving Mexico 
and Japart in war 
with the 
United 
States, in event of hostilities between 
Germany and America, was defended 
In an address before the reichstag by 
the foreign secretarj'-. Dr. Alfred Zim- 
mermann, as quoted in a Reuter dis- 
patch from Amsterdam. 
Replying to 
objections raised by a socialist mem- 
ber to the Mexican proposals. Dr. Zim- 
mermann 
said: 


"We were looking out for all of us, 
in the event of there being the pros- 
pect of war with America. 
It was a 
natural and Justified precaution. I am 
not sorry that, through Its publication 
In America, it also became known in 
Japan. 


"For the dispatch of these Instruc- 
tions a secure way was chosen which 
at present is at Germany's disposal. 
How the Americans came into posses- 
sion of the note which went to Amer- 
ica in secret code we do not 
know. 
That these instructions should 
have 
fallen into American hands is a mis- 
fortune, but that does not alter the 
fact that the step jvas necessary for 
our patriotic Interests. 


"Least of all are they In America 
Justified In being excited about our ac- 
tion. It would be erroneous to suppote 
that the step made a particularly deep 
impression abroad. 
It is regarded as 
what it l»->JuBtifl«ble defensiv« action 
la tlM «Tent of war.**

VIENNA MAKES HER 
REPLY TO AMERICA 


Adheres to Old Position Bui 
Makes Exceptions on 
Form of Warning. 


Washington, 
March 
6.—President 
Wilson, it was stated authoritatively 
today, will do everything possible to 
find a way to arm American ships and 
protect them in other ways from sub- 
marine danger, in spite of the failure 
of the senate to pass the bill giving 
him specific power. 
A linal decision 
on whether the president can legally 
arm the ships without specific author- 
ization is expected shortly. 


The opinion expressed during the 
senate debate on the bill that without 
action by congress the president has 
no right to arm American merchant- 
men was taken into careful considera- 
tion, however, and the president will 
not act until he is certain. 


OKI Statute is Studied. 


In deciding the legal status of the 
question, it was learned the president 
and his advisers are considering the 
intent of the 
old 
statute passed In 
1819, which was cited in senate de- 
bate as prohibiting 
the 
arming of 
merchantmen for action against armed 
public vessels of nations in amity with 
the United States. 


An extra session of congress before 
July 1, to pass appropriation meas- 
ures, if for no other purpose, seemed 
today to be 
certain. 
If the senate 
amends its rules so prompt action can 
be taken on an armed neutrality bill, 
an extra session of congrcps may be 
expected within the next two or three' 
weeks. 


Messages apparently 
spontaneous, 
which came to government ofCicials 
today from all parts of the country, 
criticised in bitter terms tlie senators 
who prevented action on the armed 
neutrality bill. 


Fight on Cloture Iiooms. 


When the now senate met at noon 
today Senator Owen, of 
Oklahoma, 
laying tho foundation for the cloture 
fight, served notice that no new sen- 
ators were bound by the rules of the 
old senate in executive procedure. "I 
wish before any action is taken," said 
Senator Owen, "which would recog- 
nize the senate as being bound by rules 
of a preceding congress, to observe 
that while the senate is a continuing 
body, insofar as executive business is 
concerned, it is not continuing as a 
legislative body. 
All the bills of the 
64th congress are dead. 
We have no 
calendar and no executive committees 
and I .make the point that the old 
rules are not binding on new members , 
coming in who have had no opportun- 
ity' to participate In these rules. 


London, March 6.—The Amerleari 
ambassador at Vienna has been handed 
the reply of the Austrian government 
to the American note inquiring as t® 
the position of the Austrian govern- 
ment in regard to unrestricted subma-« 
rine warfare, according to a Vienna 
dispatch to Renter's by way of Am-' 
sterdam. 


The reply declares that neutrals ane 
responsible for losses they suffer by 
entering territory where warlike op- 
erations are taking place. 


The 
Austrian 
memorandum 
re-^ 
ferring to the note on the Anconla In- 
cident says that "It strictly adheres t» 
the assurance already given." 


At the same time Austria calls at-* 
tention to the fact that at the tlm'o 
of the Anconla incident, it stated that 
"it reserved the right to bring up later 
for discussion difficulties in national 
questions which arise In connection 
with submarine w^arfare." 


Would Clear Issues. 


The 
memorandum 
adds: 
"If thO 
Austrian-Hungarian government noW 
refers to this reservation and briefly 
discusses the question of the sinking of 
enemy vessels, to which the note re- 
fers, it Is guided by a desire-to^ ehow 
the American government that now uo 
heretofore it strictly adheres to the 
assurance already given and endeavors, 
by clearing up that important ques- 
tion because it touches the laws o | 
humanity, to avoid misunderstandina 
between the monarchy and the Amer« 
ican union." 


Neutrals Held Responsible. 


The American note which was dis- 
patched 
to Vienna 
on February 18, 
asked specifically whether the Aus- 
trian assurances given following the 
sinking of the Acona and the Persia 
had been nullified. 
The reply sajrs: 
"That whatever attitude the Washing- 
ton cabinet may take as to individual 
questions 
raised 
here, the Austro- 
Hungarian government is essentially In 
accord with the American government 
in regard to the protection of neutrala 
against endangering their lives." 


The memorandum then maintains*' 
that neutral subjects 
have 
to bear, 
themselves all losses they suffer by 
entering territory where warlike op- 
erations are taking place. 


To Vessels, Not Persons. 


After a lengthy discussion of 
tht 
British blockade which it declares U; 
illegal, 
the 
memorandum 
continue* 
"The principle that neutrals should en- 
joy in war times the advantages of th«' 
freedom of the seas refers only to neu- 
tral vessels and not to neutral persona 
aboard enemy vessels. 


The reply further contends that bel- 
ligerents are entitled to decide foP 
themselves what measures should be 
taken against an enemy in sea traflfio 
and concludes "In such cases neutralf 
have no other legitimate Interests and- 
therefore no other legal claim than

Although the Austrian communica- 
tion declares that "there obviously is 
no reason to allow different principles 
for war on land and sea," the position 
of the United States 1» that different 
principles actually do govern 
because 
of different conditions, and the United 
States has contended and the^ various 
belligerents during the c o u i s e of the 
war virtually 
admitted 
that 
during 
hostilities international law cannot be 
chnged without the consent fo all the 
nations involved. 


Another portion of the communica- 
tion which undoubtedly will not meet 
with the appi»oval of the United States 
is that having to do with defensively 
armed merchant ships. 
Austria's as- 
sertion that her previous 
assurances 
did not apply to armed merchant ves- 
sels was received with s o m e surprise. 
The 
broad 
declaration 
that 
armed 
m e r c h a n t m e n "are to be regarded as 
pirate vessels w h i c h m a y be destroyed" 
was regarded as being ^specially sig- 
nificant in view of the intentions 
of 
the United States regarding a r m a m e n t 
for its merchant shipping. 


Notwithstanding

perplexity 
created in the minds of officials with a 
portion of the Austrian argument the 
extreme reluctance felt

for

break with Germany's chief ally and 
the fact that Austria also does not de- 
sii-e it, will assure the

be m a d e to harmonize the relations of 
the two governments If it can be done 
without surrender bj' either. 
Officials 
here have felt throughout that a break 
with Austria would serve little purpose 
and do m u c h harm. 


America's protest against Germany's 
illegal submarine warfare Is thought 
to have been fully enforced by a sev- 
erance of relations with that govern- 
ment.

Learning Something 
About Constitutions 


(Indianapolis News.) 


At the rate agitation for the revi- 
sion of state constitutions is sproadinfi 
over 
the 
country, 
this 
g:eneratiou 
should bo pretty well educated in that 
department 
of g-overnment. 
Ohio's 
notable convention in 1912 atti-actcd 
much attention all over the middle 
west. 
In 
the 
east. 
Massashnsetts, 
Pennsylvania, New Hampshire, Rhode 
Island and New York have all had 
their constitutions under 
considera- 
tion for some time. 
In Tennessee, Il- 
linois and South Dakotii the subject 
of revision has been much before the 
people. 
Indiana, however, has stop- 
ped talking about the need of revision 
and started to revise. If its experience 
is similar to that of other., states, it 
has also b e ^ n 
to learn 
something 
about constitutions. 


In 1S94 New York decided to revise 
its constitution, and the 
in.strument 
was pronounced very good. 
But it 
seems that In New York the people 
get 
curious about their 
constitution 
every twenty yeans and demand that 
it be put in dry dock and overhauled. 
In 1915 they held another constitu- 
tional convention—the seventh in the 
history of the state. 
The ISfi deleg-ates 
met on April 6, 3 915, and deliberated 
until Sept. 10. 
Thus for five months 
the people of New York were think- 
ing and reading: and tatking about 
their constitution. 
On Nov. 2, 1915, 
it was submitted to the electors for 
approval, and they rejected it by a 
vote of 910,462 to 400,423. 


Although the costly work of an able 
convention was rejected, the money 
was not wasted because it served the 
purpose of arousing many citiy.ens to 
a new interest in the basic law of 
New 
York. 
This 
thought 
should 
seiwe to mitigate the resentment 
of 
those in Indiana who opposed a con- 
stitutional convention. 
The people of 
Indiana can and will know what they 
are voting on when the time comes.

Santo Domingo City, Dominican Re- 
public, Feb. 20.— (Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.)—Almost 
three 
months has not been sufficient time 
for the United States marines, 
com- 
prising the forces of the 
temporary 
military occupation, to gather in all 
the a r m s in the republic as provided 
in one of the first orders issued by 
Capt. H. S. Knapp, U. S. navy, acting 
head 
of the temporary 
government, 
which called for the volunteer surren- 
der of all arms, ammunition and ex- 
plosives, and the search is still in pro- 
gress.. 


Just how m a n y a r m s have been vol- 
ishes 
gone 
by ! untarlly surrendered, how m a n y have 
means of th« fol- been obtained by means of search by 
marines and 
how m a n y more 
there 
may be yet undelivered to the military 
authorities, is something that no one 
here attempts to guess. 
The authori- 
ties have not announced how 
many 
a r m s they have so far collected in all, 
although it Is known that in certain 
districts m a n y thousand revolvers and 
rifles have been surrendered to them 
or seized. 


But persons familiar with the Dom- 
inican desire to possess a r m s express 
the belief that it will be next to im- 
possible ever to bring about a state 
of complete disarmament here. 


"It has been most common to see 
gentlemen a t balls or other entertain- 
ments, armed not only with a revol- 
ver, but a knife and dagger," accord- 
ing to a man who has resided 
here 
for more than thii-ty years. 
"A re- 
volver was as m u c h a part of a gen- 
tleman's attire as his shoes or

shirt.

Surely Rotary can-

"It would wait until the house was 
summoned," said Senator Lodge. 
"We 
frequently pass bills when the house 
is not in session and wait two or three 
days." 


"Yes, but not when congress is not 
in session," the vice president replied. 


Senator 
Reed suggested 
that 
in- 
asmuch as both democrat and repub- 
lican conferences were going to con- 
sider the question of revising the rules 
there be no foreclosure at this time. 
Senator Thomas (dem.) 
declared 
he 
was willing to clear up any doubt about 
what the majority proposed to do. 


"It is the purpose of some of us," he 
said, "in the interest of public business 
to amend the rules of the senate if we 
can. 
We have demonstrated that we 
cannot vote here except by unanimous 
consent.

Details of the Plan.

Von Igel, according to th» 
police. Dr. Chakiaberty and Sckunneiv 
who have been suspected for soma 
v-lme, received $60,000, and the Hin- 
doo. posing as a Persian 
merchaiit. 
obtained 
a passport which 
enableil 
him to get to Berlin. 
In this connee-^ 
tion, an additional charge of fraudu« 
lently obtaining a passport has been 
made 
against 
the 
physician. 
Dr, 
Chakiaberty, according to the alleged 
confession, revealed his plans of an in- 
vasion of India to certain officials in 
Berlin and 
then 
returned 
to N e w 
York, where he and Von Igel pre-» 
pared literature 
printed

native Indian languages. 


In the house In West 120th street 
where the two men were arrested to* 
day the police seized large quantities ot 
literature and found also a complete 
chemical laboratory. 


Cliinaman Is Agent. 


After the literature was prepared» 
according to the police. Dr. Chakia- 
berty and Sckunner employed as theip 
agent an influential Chinaman whom 
i they sent to hi.s native country with 
j the idea of interesting his government 
1 in a plan to ship arms and ammunN 
tlon from the United States to China, 
where, with the Chinese government's 
permi.ssion. 
they were to be stored 
until the time set for the Invasion. 


The police said the two men ds^ 
dared they had heard nothing from 
their Chinese representative and did 
not know what success, if any, he had. 


In the laboratory Sckunner was en- 
deavoring, according to the police to 
compound a preparation "to dlsguisa 
contraband of war." 
The character of 
this preparation he refuses to disclose. 
Ten tliousand small aluminum boxes 
about the

You cannot escape the fact that game 
is getting scarce. 
There are cert:;in in- 
evitable laws of nature and progress that 
must in time seriously menace the sport 
of the hunter. 
Jylkewi.«!e it is also true 
that there is a time coming when deer 
will be a.s scarce as the bulTalo and ducks 
may be likened to the ancient dodo. 
At 
the pre.sent writing, 
however, 
there 
is 
still enough hunting to satiate the nim- 
rodic desires of any one willing to look 
for it. 


According to reports. 1016 was one of 
the best of game seasons. 
In Elaine, for 
instance, the bag of deer was more than 
10,000. 
Going to the other extreme 
of 
this great country, the number of deer 
shot in California exceeded 9,000. 
Several 
thousand were bagged In 
Pennsylvania, 
while In the four days of New 
Jersey 
open season 2G1 «leer were taken. 


Here 
is some 
more 
evidence: 
Four 
hundred elk were killed outside of 
the 
northern boundary of Ye.llowstono 
park 
during the last tv/o days of the hunting 
season. Two hundred and fifty bears were 
taken out of Pennsylvania and it is esti- 
mated that 4,000,000 rabbits were bagged 
in the same state.

coyotes were killed, for which the men 
who bagged them could not collect.

PENNSYLVANIA ISSUES

President Discusses Eight 
Hour Law and Union 
Station Strike. 


The seventieth annual report of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad companj-, cov- 
ering the 
year 
1916, 
made public 
Tuesday, sets forth the results obtain- 
ed hy the entire Pennsylvania system, 
including lines both east and tvest of 
Pittabursr, during the twelve months 
of erreatest business activity ever ex- 
perienced in the United States. l u the 
report it is shown that at the close of 
the year 
the 
compa.ny 
had 90,388 
stockholders, of which over 97 per 
cent, were citizens of this country. 
The average number of shares of each 
Btockholder was 110. 


The report gives detailed statistics 
concerning income and 
expenditures 
of the company and shows that the op- 
erating expenses increased 16 per cent, 
during the year. 
Taxes paid by the 
company increased 19 pcr cent, and 
amounted to $9,022.?.99. 


Must Have Higher Rates. 


Samuel Rea, president of the com- 
pany, In discusping rates, said 
that 
.-^ome steps will be necessary to in- 
crease them. 
Because of higher ex- 
l.endltures, higher tax rates, increased 
•salaries and so forth, a deep inroad 
into the profits of the company were 
made during the last few months of 
1916 and it is probable that this will 
be greater than ever in the present 
vear. 


In 
order 
to 
handle 
traffic 
and 
freight morfi promptly and to avoid 
freight congestion, 
the company 
is 
now spending large amounts of capi- 
tal on which there should be some 
earning. 
There is also a great de- 
mand for larger terminals, greater fa- 
cilities and more equipment. 


Mr. Rea also discussed the threat- 
ened strike of last fall and the "doubt- 
ful meaning and constitutionality of 
the eight hour law." 
"In the public 
Interest which is paramount, future 
strikes or lockouts should be prevent- 
ed until differences between the rail- 
roads and their employes are first sub- 
mitted to independent and Impartial 
review and arbitration," said the pres- 
ident.

Fact that workmen In the 
Pennsylvania shops will do most of 
their balloting on Tuesday afternoon 
Is expected to aid the general showing. 


Workers at the polls were more in 


evidence than were voters. Never has 
there been a city primary which en- 
rolled half as many personal vote so- 
licitors for the individual candidates.

Tuesday Morning 


SPEECH AND SONG 


IN FINAL HOURS 


State Highway Commission 


Provided in Belated 


Enactment. 


Indianapolis, March 6.—The seventieth 


general assembly of Indiana was ended 
at 
3:28 o'clock this morning. Both 


houses completed their work shortly be- 
fore 2 o'clock and marked time until 
the enrolled highway commission bill 
was returned from the enrolling clerk 
and was signed by Lieutenant Governor 
Bush and Speaker Esclibach, as the last 
official act of tho assembly. The bill 
was made ready for the governor's sig- 
nature early this morning when both 
houses concurred in the report of the 
conference committee. 


A large orowd remained in the cham- 


bers until both houses quit work and 
then many started for home, but a few, 
among them some women, remained for 
the final adjournment. 


The closing scenes were quiet. In the 


senate Lieutenant Governor Bush called 
on a number of members for speeches 
and there was some songs, but in the 
house, the representatives collected in 
groups and talked among themselves, 
while a few made themselves as com- 
fortable as possible and slept until the 
highway bill came back. 


All were tired out with their long day's 


work and some of the members went 
home, leaving barely a quorum in either 
house. 


Awaiting the Verdict. 


The verdict of the people on the 


work of the session will be awaited 
with much interest by the leaders of 
both of the old parties. The republi- 
cans stood by Governor Goodrich in. 
the house. A majority of them stood 
by him ia the senate, but enough of 
them broke away on such important 
measures as the excise tax, the high- 
way commission bill and the conser- 
vation plan to make their success out 
of the question. 


No one will deny seriously the 


statement that the senate democrats 
were far better organized than the re- 
publicans. Whether or not the senate 
democratic leadership will be approv- 
ed will develop In due time, but it 
far outshone that of the republicans, 
who, It is conceded, might have been 
better organized. 


Ij«ck of Harmony Hurts. 


The too frequent speeches of some 


of the republicans in behalf of "the 
people" and the disposition on their 
part to impugn or question tho mo- 
tives of tho democrats, or even the 
senate republicans who happened to 
oppose them, made the slaughter of 
the governor's bills inevitable. Lack 
of harmony among the senate republi- 
cans Is credited now with being large- 
ly responsible for the failure of many 
republican measures. 


It all depends on the point of view

Dr. Zimmermann Upholds 


Design to Make Alliance 


Against America. 


London, March &.— The German gov- 


ernment's plan for Involving Mexico 
and Japan in war with the United 
States, in event of hostilities between 
Germany and America, was defended 
in an address before the reiehstag by 
the foreign secretary, Dr. Alfred Zim- 
mermann, as quoted in a. Reuter dis- 
patch from Amsterdam. Replying to 
objections raised by a socialist mem- 
ber to the Mexican proposals. Dr. Zim- 
mermann said: 


"We were looking out for all of us, 


in the event of thero being the pros- 
pect of war with America. It was a 
natural and Justified precaution. I am 
not sorry that, through its publication 
in America, it also became known in 
Japan. 


"For the dispatch of these instruc- 


tions a secure way was chosen which 
at present is at Germany's disposal. 
How the Americans came into posses- 
sion of the note which went to Amor- 
lea in secret code we do not know. 
That these instructions should have 
fallen into American hands Is a mis- 
fortune, but that does not alter the 
fact that the stop was necessary for 
our patriotic Interests.

"Least of all are they in America 


justified in being excited about our ac- 
tion. It would be erroneous to suppose 
that tho step made a particularly deep 
impression abroad. It is regarded aa

amends its rules so prompt action can 
be taken on an armed neutrality bill, 
an extra session of congress may be 
expected within the next two or three 
weeks. 


Messages apparently spontaneous, 


which came to government officials 
today from all parts of the country, 
criticised in bitter terms the senators 
who prevented action on the armed 
neutrality bill. 


Fight on Cloture Looms. 


When the new senate met at noon 


today Senator Owen, of Oklahoma, 
laying the foundation for the cloture 
fight, served notice that no new sen- 
ators were bound by the rules of the 
old senate In executive procedure. "I 
wish before any action i^ taken," said 
Senator Owen, "which would recog- 
nize the senate as being bound by rules 
of a preceding congress, to observe 
that while the senate is a continuing 
body, insofar as executive business is 
concerned, it is not continuing as a 
legislative body.

Would Clear Issued.

enemy vessels, to which the note re- 
fers, it Is guided by a desire to show 
the American government that.now a» 
heretofore It strictly adhere*, to th« 
Assurance Already given and endeavor*, 
by clearing up that Important ques- 
tion because It touches the law* ol 
humanity, to avoid misunderstanding 
between the monarchy and the Amen 
lean union." 


Neutral* Held Responsible. 


The American note which was dis- 


patched to Vienna on February IS;'. 
asked specifically whether the Au*-'.

other hand the blockade of England 
and her allies only serves to make these 
powers incline towards peace v >th 
honor and a guarantee to all nations of 
the freedom of sea traffic and sea rom- 
merce and thereby a secured existence, 
then the question which of the two 
parties has the right on its side is 
already decided. Though the central 
powers have no desire in th'is war to 
beg for allies, they yet believe that they 
will be entitled to look to neutrals to 
appreciate their efforts to revise the in- 
terest of all tho principles of interna- 
tional law and equal rights of nations.

"From the laws of humanity, which

the mere ground principle can be de- 
rived that when executing the right 
of destroying enemy merchantmen, 
the loss of human life should as far

recognized as an Inevitable 


ciple the belligerent can only do jus- 
tice by Issuing warning before exer- 
cising tho right. Therein he can 
chooso the way which the aforemen- 
tioned thesis of tho American govern- 
ment indicates, according to which the 
commander of the war vessel himself 
gives warning so that the crew and 
passengers could bring themselves Into 
safety In the Jast moment, or the gov- 
ernment of belligerent states can, if 
this is recognized

necessity of war, issuo warning of 
full effect also before the departure 
of the \-esael which is to be sunk, or 
finally, it can, if it establishes exten- 
sive measures against enemy sea trade, 
employ a general warning for all en- 
emy vessels in question. 


"That the principle according to 


which care must be taken for the 
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safety of the persons aboard under- 
goes exceptions the American govern- 
ment 
itself 
recognized.

lieves that destruction without warn- 
ing Is admlssable not only when a ves- 
sel flees or offers resistance It ap- 
pears—to mention only one example 
—that the charactervof the vessel It- 
self also must be taken Into consider- 
ation.

garrison or arms In order to commit 
hostile acts of any kind, may, accord- 
ing to valid right, be destroyed with- 
out hesitation.

Allows Various Interpretations. 
"Tho repeatedly mentioned thesis 


of the United States government also 
allows various Interpretations, Insofar, 
namely, as It Is doubtful whether, as 
Is asserted from various sides, only 
armed resistance Justifies the destruc- 
tion of a. vessel with persons aboard 
or resistance of another kind; as is 
shown, If tho crew Intentionally neg- 
lects to take th« passengers in boats— 
the Ancona case—or If the passen- 
gers themselves refuse to enter boats. 
According to the opinion of the Aus- 
tro-Hutigarlan 
government tho de- 


struction of a warned vessel without 
rescuing tho persons aboard Is admls- 
sable In cases of the latter kind, be- 
cause otherwise It would be left to 
the Individual passenger to nullify the 
right of belligerents to sink vessels. 


"Moreover, it may be pointed out 


also that there Is no unanimity as re- 
gards in what cases of sinking neutral 
merchantmen at 
n.11 Is admissable. 


The obligation to Issue a warning Im- 
mediately 
before 
sinking 
vessels, 


leading according to tho opinion of 
the Austrian-Hungarian 
government 


on the one hand to harshness which 
could be avaolded; on the other hand, 
It is under circumstances calculated 
to injure the jimtified interests of bel- 
ligerents. 
In the first place it must 


not be overlooked that the rescue of 
persons is almost always left to mere 
chance, as the only choice remaining 
Is to take the aboard vessels which are 
exposed to any enemy Influence, or to 
expose them In small boats to the 
dangers of the elements so that It 
therefore corresponds much better to 
the principles of humanity to prevent 
persons by timely warning from using 
endangered vessels. 


"Furthermore, notwithstanding care- 


ful examination of all legal questions 
referring thereto, the 
Austro-Hun- 


garian government could not come to 
the conviction that subjects of neu- 
tral states are entitled to travel un- 
molested on enemy vessels. 


Only to Neutral Vessels. 


"The principle that neutrals in war 


time also should enjoy the advantages 
of freedom of the seas refers only to 
neutral vessels not to neutral per- 
sons on board enemy vessels, because 
vessels, as 
is* well known, are 
en- 


titled to prevent the enemy's sea traf- 
fic as far as they are able. Being in 
possession of the necessary war means 
and considering it necessary for the 
attainment of their war aims, they 
can prohibit sea traffic of enemy mer- 
chantmen on pain of their destruction, 
provided they 
have 
previously an- 


nounced this to bo their intention, so 
that every one, whether onemy or neu- 
tral, may be enabled to avoid endan- 
gering life. 
Even if doubts should 


arise regarding the justlfiablcness of 
such procedure and if the enemy 
should threaten reprisals, 
then this 


would bo an affair for settlement be- 
tween the belligerents only who, as 
generally recognized, .are entitled to 
make the high seas the scene of mili- 
tary operations and to oppose any in- 
terference with their enterprises and 
to decide for themselves what meas- 
ures should bo taken against enemy 
sea traffic. 


"In such cases neutrals have no 


other legitimate Interest and there- 
fore no other legal claim than that 
tho belligerent inform them of time 
*of probations, directed to the enemy, 
that they can avoid entrusting their 
lives and thoir goods to enemy ves- 
sels. 


Beelicve We ARTC. 


"The Austro-Hungarinn government 


can suppose that the Washington cab- 
inet will agree with these explanations 
which, according to the Austro-Hun- 
gariun government's firm conviction. 


are unassailable; otherwise disputing 
their correctness would doubtless be 
tantamount to saying—which certain- 
ly does not correspond to the opinion 
of the United States—that neutrals 
must be free to Interfere with military 
operations of belligerents or even di- 
rectly assume the office ot judging as 
to the war means which are to be 
employed against enemies. 


"It appears that It also would be 


a flagrant misunderstanding if a. neu- 
tral government, only to enable Its 
subjects to travel on enemy vessels 
while they readily and even with far 
greater security, could use neutral 
vessels, should fall to arms with a 
belligerent power which perhaps was 
fighting for its existence, not to speak 
of the most serious abuses for which 
the road would bo left clear If the 
belligerent were to be forced to lower 
arms before every neutral who de- 
sired to use enemy vessels for 
his 


business or pleasure trips. Never was 
there the slightest doubt that neutral 
subjects themselves have to bear all 
tho loss which they suffer by entering 
on land territory where warlike oper- 
ations are taking place. There obvi- 
ously is no reason to allow different 
principles for war on sea, tho more so 
as at tho second peace, conference tho 
wish was expressed that until the time 
when war on sea should have found 
a settlement by agreements tho law 
In force for war and on land should 
be employed as far as this was pos- 
sible, also for war on sea. 


Exceptions of Various Kinds. 


"In the spirit of what was previ- 


ously ouUl, the regulation that warn- 
ing must be given to a ship which is 
to be sunk undergoes exceptions of 
various kinds, under certain circum- 
stances, as for Instance, as mentioned 
by the American government, in cases 
of flight and resistance, when depart- 
ure of a vessel is necessary.

?ennsylvanla. Now Hampshire, Rhode 
"aland and New Tork have all had 
their constitutions under considera- 
tion for some tlmo. In Tennessee, Il- 
linois and South Dakota tho subject 
of revision has been much before tho 
people. 
Indiana, however, has stop- 


ped talking about tho need of revision 
and started to revise. If Its experience 
Is similar to that of other states, it 
has also begun to learn something 
about constitutions. 


In 1894 New York decided to reviso 


its constitution, ftnd the Instrument 
was pronounced very good. 
But It 


seems that in Now Tork tho people 
get curious about their constitution 
every twenty years and demand that 
it bo put in dry dock and overhauled. 
In 1915 they held another constitu- 
tional convention—the seventh In tho 
history of tho state. Tho 18(i delegates 
met on April 6, 3915, and deliberated 
until Sept 10. Thus for flva months 
the people of Now Tork were think- 
ing and reading a^id talking about 
their constitution. On Nov. 2, 1915, 
it was submitted to tho electors for 
approval, and they rejected it by a 
vote of 910,462 to 400,423. 


Although the costly work of an able 


convention was rejected, tho money 
was not wasted because it served tho 
purpose of arousing many citizens to 
a now Interest in the basic law of 
New Tork. 
This thought should 


Hei-vo to mitigate the resentment ot 
those in Indiana who opposed a con- 
stitutional convention. The people of 
Indiana can and will know what they 
are voting on when the time comes.

Mr. Klumph 
explained that he knew his views were 
at variance with some of the other 
leaders in Rotary, but he contended 
that the largest exemplification of 
Rotary service could come only with 
the largest endeavor for public good 
in each community in which Rotary is 
to be found. 


It was the monthly banquet of the 


club at tho Anthony hotel, and follow- 
ing the routine portion of the program 
the meeting was turned over to A. G. 
Burn', who was toastmaster for the 
evening. 
President 
Klumph when 


presented complimented Fort Wayne 
and Its Rotary club, and in urging the 
larger measure of service said: 


"Every Rotary club must, as a body, 


do something for its community. Tho 
time has como when every man is from 
Missouri. 
You must show the com- 


munity what the organization stands 
for. I think the time has passed when 
tho sole idea of service of Rotary is in 
training men to serve well through 
other organizations. 
The club itself 


must take up civic work." 


Mr. Klumph predicted In tho course 


of his address that within a few years 
Rotary clubs will bo established In 
every civilized nation in the world. He 
said that Rotary clubs were now In 
existence in several cities In Europe 
and in South America and ho pointed 
to tho outlook os one particularly 
bright. 


With regard to tvic question as to 


whether or not the Rotary should be 
an 
international 
association, 
the 


speaker was decisive in his answer 
that it should. "Rotary makes tho in- 
dividual a bigger, a broader, a better 
and a happier man. The man in turn 
makes the community a bigger, a 
broader, a better and a happier place 
in which to live. Surely Rotary can- 
not be so selfish as to wish to be solely 
confined to this country." 


The extension of Rotary to South 


American countries was outlined and 
the speaker cited the club at Havana 
as an organization of great success. 
It has seventy-flve members, forty of 
whom are Cubans and speak little 
English.

Started Four Weeks Ago. 


This messenger of Ambassador iron 


Bernstorff is said to have left Wash- 
ington about four weeks ago with his 
papers and instructions to deliver to 
Gen. Carranza through the German 
ambassador at the City of Mexico and 
that, on crossing the Rio Grande river 
at a designated point (and this "des- 
ignated point" brought about His ar- 
rest and the capture of the papers), 
the messenger was to meet a body of 
rurales, thirty-five m number, to guide 
him by a safe route until he could be 
turned over to a representative of the 
German ambassador and Gen. Car- 
ranza. 


This representative in turn would 


accompany him to the City of Mexico. 
Tho messenger, however, never did 
connect with the rurales; furthermore, 
he never had a ghost of a chance to 
connect with him, because he attempt- 
ed to cross at a "forbidden spot" and 
because four men of G Company, First 
Regiment of Indiana, patrolling this 
"forbidden spot," connected •with the 
"messenger." 
These four men were 


covering two and a half miles in each 
direction along the Rio Grande and de- 
tected the messenger attempting to 
"sneak" over the stream near Progres- 
so. They placed him under arrest and 
telephoned their base headquarters 
four miles away at Llano Grande. 


Rurales in Waiting. 


Just across the river the rurales, thir- 


ty-flvo in number, were waiting. 


The messenger was questioned and 


searched by Captain Raymond Cham- 
bers, of Company B, Laporte, and 
Regimental Sergeant John L. Robert- 
son, in charge of all headquarters work 
in connection with the First Indiana 
regiment. 


Later the prisoner was taken before 


Col. L. R. Naftzger, tho ranking officer 
of the Indiana regiment, who sent him 
to San Antonio, from xvhlch point it 
is reliably understood that he was sent 
to Washington, along with all papers 
obtained, in charge of three govern- 
ment secret service men.

Senator Lodge argued that the con- 


stitution did not preclude the senate 
when in separate session from con- 
sidering at least the reference of bills 
to committee when in separate ses- 
sion. 


"Suppose your bill went to the com- 


mittee on foreign relations," asked the 
vice president, "and suppose the com- 
mittee reported It favorably and the 
senate passed it, what would become 
of it?" 


"It would wait until the house was 


summoned." said Senator Lodge. "We 
frequently pass bills when the house 
is not in session and wait two or three 
days." 


"Yes, but not when congress is not 


in session," the vice president replied. 


Senator Reed suggested that in- 


asmuch as both democrat and repub- 
lican conferences were going to con- 
sider the question of revising the rules 
there be no foreclosure at this time. 
Senator Thomas (dem.) declared he 
was willing to clear up any doubt about 
what the majority proposed to do. 


"It is the purpose of some of us." he 


said, "in the Interest of public business 
to amend the rules of the senate if we 
can. We have demonstrated that we 
cannot vote here except by unanimous 
consent. That ought to be changed if 
some of us stay hero until December to 
change It. 


Senator Lodge called attention to tho 


provision of the constitution authoriz- 
ing tho president to call either the sen- 
ate or house In separate session. Sen- 
ator Walsh said that. In his opinion, 
would permit the senate to transact 
legislative business In separate ses- 
sion but that tho whole subject should 
be thoroughly studied out.

that he was connected in any way 
with the Black Tom explosion last 
summer or the explosion at. KIngsland. 
The failure of the plot to blow up 
Black Tom yesterday, the police de- 
clare Schwartz admitted, was due to 
faulty construction of the bombs. 


Kolb was identified at police head- 


quarters as a former employe of the 
Canadian Car and Foundry company 
at Kingsland by Thomas Steele, a 
negro, also a former worker at the 
plant. Steele told the police ho worked 
in the same room with IColb where 
there had been an explosion previous 
to the great fire and thiit of twenty- 
eight men employed in the room Kolb 
was the man who disappeared.

is getting scarce. There are certain in- 
evitable laws of nature and progress that 
must in time seriously menace tho sport 
of tho hunter. 
Likewise It is .also true 


that there is a time coming when deer 
will be as scarce as the buffalo and ducks 
may be likened to the ancient dodo. At 
the present writing, however, there is 
still enough hunting to satiate the nim- 
rodic desires of any one willing to look 
for it. 


According to reports. 1916 was one of 


the best of game seasons.' In Maine, for 
instance, the bag of deer was more than 
10,000. 
Going to tho other extreme of 


this great country, the number of deer 
shot in California exceeded 9,000. Several 
thousand were bagged In Pennsylvania, 
while In the four days of New Jersey 
open Reason 261 ueor were taken. 


Here is some more evidence: 
Four 


hundred elk were killed outside of the 
northern boundary of Yellowstone park 
during the last two days of the hunting 
season. Two hundred and fifty bears were 
taken out of Pennsylvania and It Is esti- 
mated that 4,000,000 rabbits were bagged 
in tho same state. 


Running to tho other extreme again. 


California paid out over 560,000 in boun- 
ties for mountain lions at $20 per head, 
while Wyoming appropriated JCO.OOO to be 
paid for tho hides of coyotes at $1.50 per 
hide. Tho above sum came nowhere near 
meeting tho demand. 
Several thousand 


coyotes were killed, for which the men 
who bagped them could not collect.

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SHOP AND RAILROAD NEWS !; 


President Discusses Eight 


Hour Law and Union 


Station Strike. 


The seventieth, annual report ol the 


Pennsylvania Railroad company, cov- 
«iio* the year 1916, made public 
Tuesday, sets forth the results obtain- 
ed by the entire Pennsylvania system, 
including lines both east and west of 
Plttsbnrg, during the twelve months 
of greatest business activity ever ex- 
perienced In the TJnlted States. In the 
report It Is shown that at the close of 
the year the company had 90,388 
stockholders, of which over 97 per 
cent, were citizens of this country. 
The average number ot shares of each 
itockholder was 110. 
The report gives detailed statistics 


concerning Income and expenditures 
of the company and shows that the op- 
erating expenses Increased 16 per cent, 
during the year. Taxes paid by the 
company Increased 19 per cent, and 
amounted to J9,022,399. 


Must Have Higher Rates. 


Samuel Rea, president of the com- 


pany, in discussing rates, said that 
some steps will be necessary to in- 
crease them. Because of higher ex- 
penditures, higher tax rates, increased 
salaries and so forth, a deep Inroad 
into the profits of the company were 
made during the last few months of 
1916 
and It Is probable that this will 


be greater than ever in the present 
year. 
In order to handle traffic and 


freight more promptly and to avoid 
freight congestion, the company is 
now spending large amounts of capi- 
tal on which there should be some 
earning. 
There 1s also a. great de- 


mand for larger terminals, greater fa- 
cilities and more equipment. 
Mr. Rea also discussed the threat- 


ened strike of last fall and the "doubt- 
ful meaning and constitutionality of 
the eight hour law." 
"In the public 


Interest which Is paramount, future 
strikes or lockouts should be prevent- 
ed until differences between the rail- 
roads and their employes are flrst sub- 
mitted to Independent and Impartial 
review *nd arbitration," said the pres- 
ident.
